I kno:v not but in the Cate of the MENISTS the Con-

See Preface? to Vox Popult, 
where I have mentiou'd Three Widows greatly op- 
preſs d by the Quakers by their falſe and dilatory Af. 
firmations; I have fince that heard of many more who 
are bringing their Caſes into the Court of Chancery, but 
when they conſider how the Quakers ſay and unfay 
how they affirm backward and forward, for which, 
ſome of them are convicted of Perjury, they have but 
{mall hopes of getting their own, and therefore do 
Pray, that with this Six or Seven Years experience 
of the woful Effects of the Qrakers Affirmation, their 
Act may expire, and never more be renewed. | 
But there is yet another greater Evil like to ariſe, if 
the ſaid Act be renewed ; Namely, Their having a 
Finger in the Legiſlative Power, ſo far as to have their 
Votes in Elections; eſpecially if it be conſidered how
